Washington, D. C., July 27.—A note 
to Great Britain objecting to the black- 
listing of American business firms as 
an "invasion of neutral rights," was 
cabled to London late last night by 
the state department.

representations.

Farmers throughout the country are 
experiencing heavy losses this summer 
from fires which originate from spon- 
taneous combustion of green hay and 
grains which have been stored away in 
the barns.

This is also true of the wheat 
which has been hauled into the barns. 


In one neigliborhood of a radius of 
three miles, in Preble township, Adams 
' county, it is reported that four barns 
j have been burned down within the last 
' week and that spontaneous combus- 
! tion was the cause for all four cases. 


A barn on the farm of Fred Nahr- 
wold, three miles southwest of New 
Haven, burned to the ground Wednes- 
day evening at 6 o'clock. 
The origin 
is said to have been from the green 
hay. 
Two 
calves 
perislied 
in the 
flames and 300 bushels of wheat, oats 
and com were destroyed as well as the 
granary. 
The total loss approximates 
nearly $5,000. Mr. Nahrwold only car- 
ried $1,300 insurance. The Fort Wayne 
fire department was called for assist- 
ance and the chemical arrived in time 
to save the house from the flames.

stand the weather while hitched to the 
harvestinif machines and 
that 
many 
farmers do not work in the fields in the 
afternoon. Even in the forenoons when 
the heat 
is not so extreme, drivers 
must exercise the greatest care in not 
overworking: or overheating the liorsch. 


The oats crop again promises to be a 
"bumper." 
However, it will not 
be 
'8.8 large as last year but it is thought 
the acreage will be very large. 
The 
stand is good and heads are well filled. 


When the wheat was harvested the 
clover stand was very good and had 
grown BO high that the binder caugh»; 
the top parts binding it into the butt 
ends of the sheaves. 
The bundles have 
not dried out and farmers who had in- 
tended hauling it into the barns have 
decided to allow it to stand in the field 
until threshing time. 
One farmer re- 
ported that he tore down the shocks 
of wheat last Monday and exposed the 
butt ends of the sheaves to the sun 
and that they had not as yet dried out. 


The windstorm of last week played 
havoc with the corn and much of it 
has been blown to the ground. 
The 
ffround needs 
cultivation 
badly, but 
farmers are unable to get into the fields 
•rcith their com plows.

Cleveland, Ohio, July 27.—The possi- 
bility that the city may be compelled to 
abandon not only search for bodies <if 
workmen 
still 
entombed in the water 
works tunnel here in Monday night's ex- 
plosion, but all further work on the tun- 
nel itself, loomed here today as the re- 
sult of investigations by L. M. Jones, of 
Pittsburg, gOAernment mining expert. 


Jones believes a gas well of uncon- 
trollable proportions has been uncovered 
under the bed of the lake by the ex- 
plosion. 
Jones said 
today sand taken 
from the tunnel is similar to that in the 
gas field in Lakewood, a suburb opposite 
the point in the lake whore tiie tunnel is 
being constructed and indicates the pres- 
ence of a natural gas well of monster 
eize. If ic IS possible rescue parties will 
enter lue tunnel today. 
The entomberl 
bodies are behind a cave-in nearly three 
hundred feet long. 


Special 
machinery will be needed to 
penetrate this wall of muck. It will re- 
quire several days io install it if gas 
clears from tlie workings. 
-- will then 
require several days' digging to reach the 
corpses, so in any event no more bodies 
are expected to be found for a week (u- 
more. 
Water works oflicials said t-»day 
they believe there are only nine bodies 
In the tunnel instead of eleven as previ- 
ously estimated.

Waterways Head Receives 
Letter Asking for Com- 
ment from Ft. Wayne. 


In a letter to T. J. Logan, treasurer 
of the Erie and Michigan Deep Water- 
ways association, S. A. Thompson, sec- 
retary of the national rivers and har- 
bors congress, asks that all watei'way 
enthusiasts favoring 
passage 
of

shipping bill as amended, communicate 
wMth their senators and 
congressmen. 
The shipping bill has been so amended by 
the commerce committee of the senate 
that it applies only to common carriers 
by Winter on the high seas or the Great 
Lakes. 


What Amendment Means, 


"Tliis amendment," the letter says, 
"will undoubtedly exempt from the pro- 
visions of the bill all boats pljing on 
rivers and canals and on coastal waters 
inside the three-mile limJt, but every 
boat, great or email, which plies the 
great lakes or goes outside the three- 
mile limit on its run will be Bub.ject 
to all provisions of tlie bill and all reg- 
ulations and rules made by the pro- 
posed shipping board." 


The bill will probably be taken up 
by the senate in a short time accord- 
ing to the letter, perhaps the last of 
next week. 
"If we must have regula- 
tion of the larger ships it Beeme to me 
that boats up to 100 or 200 tons net 
register ought to be exempt," eays the 
letter.

working classes, issued by the socialist 
executive committer 
and 
the 
general 
commission of labor unions, appealing 
against the general strike which the 
'leaders of the Liebknecht brancii of the 
socialists are endeavoring to organize, 
reads as follows: 


"The prolonged war weighs heavily oq 
all nations and entails great sacrifices. 
It severely tests the endurance of those 
at Jionie and at the front, and it is nat- 
ural 
that 
ill feeling and 
discontent 
should develop. 


"This situation is unfortunately being 
abused by 
irresponsible persons, 
who 
wish to mislead labor into resorting to 
measures which are not in the slightest 
degi-ee adapted to relieve the burden, but 
rather to increase it. 
An attempt i» 
being made through anonymous leaflets 
which has been circulating for several 
months among members of the party and 
of unions to sow hatred and distrust 
among the deputies chosen by the work- 
nieji themselves. 
The charge launched 
against these men who for years have 
stood at the head of the organization of 
German labor classes is that they are 
sacrificing socialist principles, have dis- 
regarded decisions of Gernjau socialist 
party 
conventions 
and

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Vice in the Cities 


Mayor Johnson, of Gary, is quoted as having told a committee 
from the Gary Real Estate exchange who called to ask that ganiblin«? 
and disorderly honges in that city be suppressed at once, that vice 
cannot be •\viped out, but that steps had already been taken to stop 
gambling in residences. Mayor Johnson is by no means the first city 
executive who, imbued with much confidence and equipped with a 
pretentious program of executive reform, set out upon his officinl 
career to do things, only to shortly'- give up in despair and conclude 
that the fight for civic decency is hopeless. lie may be one of those 
well-meaning officials who, earnestly desiring the observance of la'\\' 
and the elimination of vice, alloAvs himself to quit in the belief that he 
was mistaken when he interpreted 
public 
sentiment as demanding 
orderliness and cleanliness and civic decency. 
If he has been cor- 
rectly quoted, some such conclusion as that is clearly indicated, and 
yet the position is erroneous, however much it may appear to be 
justified by circumstances. 


To admit that public vice cannot be. wiped out is to concede that 
law is powerless, that the maintenance of order is merely a matter of 
Bufferance on the part of those who oppose it, and that it is tolerated 
In the city merely because the lawless element does not choose to take 
things into its own hands. We do not believe even an executive who 
las tried and failed will go the length of admitting that city govern 
ment, with all its shortcomings, is quite so stupendous a failure as 
that. Only those who have had experience are quite able to appreciate 
the influences for lax^^^y and lawlessness that are brought to bear upon 
the mayor of a modern city, or of the unexpected angles and ramifica- 
tions which these influences will seek in order to reach him. It takes 
backbone to withstand them, and it means a fight^to a finisli, but it 
Dan be done. 
Mayor Johnson to the contrary notwithstanding, vice 
ean be wiped out if a city sets out to do the job. 


There have been many recent complaints that conditions at Gary 
were bad. 
The Sentinel holds no brief for Mayor Johnson, but it 
cannot escape the suspicion that perhaps those conditions are not 
altogether his fault. We rather surmise that his apparent attitude of 
¡hopelessness is due not so much to the fact that gambling and vice 
have gotten the upper hand, but because the solid, moral, law-abiding 
citizenship of that town has failed to make itself manifest as a definite 
force in insisting upon the cleanly conditions that should obtain. 
If 
the mayor confesses his inability to cope with lawlessness, it is high 
time for the people themselves to take a hand. 
They can show the 
)nayor he is mistaken when he says that vice cannot be wiped out. 


Writing to an Indiana mother who protested against the reten- 
tion of her son with the national guardsmen along the Mexican border. 
President Wilson has taken occasion to say that the troops are on 
duty there not for drill but as a protection to the country—that the 
service they are performing is an honor to themselves and a necessity' 
to the United States. The moment the Mexican situation took on a 
bit brighter hue there was a protest against the sending of the guards- 
men to the border as wholly useless and involving needless hardship 
for the citizen soldiers. 
The suggestion that the situation would be 
utilized for a prolonged course of training brought further complaint. 
Ihe president's declaration makes very clear the government's con- 
riction that the danger along the line has not been eliminated by the 
changed attitude of the Mexican govgrnment, and that the service the 
troops are now performing is as vital as that of any other duty of 
tiie soldier. 


A committee of Fort Wayne citizens has taken definite hold of 
the movement to provide for the dependent families of local guards- 
men who are on duty in Texas, and an organization is being formed 
to raise funds and distribute relief in judicious fashion where it will 
do the most good. The fact that a number ofvvery necessitous cases 
have already been found should spur the generous Fort Wayne pub- 
lic to immediate action for relief of those w^ho were left practically 
helpless when the bread-winner was forced to "fall in" at the com- 
mand of Uncle Sam. We feel very sure Fort Wayne will not fail to 
respond quickly and adequately to this splendid purpose.

Last Year Nearly Doubled 
the Annual Average 
Since 1912. 


Washington, D. C., July 27.—Alaska's 
sales to the United States in the fiscal 
year 1916 aggregated nearly $50,000,- 
000, a sum double the annual average 
since 1^12 and only exceeded by those 
of ten countries when measured by their 
sales to us in the last year prior to the 
great war. 
In addition to this, Alaska 
shipped to us in 1915-16 gold valued 
at $16,000,000 and silver to tho value 
of $700,000, both from its own mines. 


The predominant feature of the year's 
trade, according to an analysis made by 
the bureau of foreign and domestic com- 
merce, department of commerce, was the 
rise of copper to first place among Alas- 
ka's export staples, thereby supplanting 
salmon and gold as the leading Items, 
Receipts of copper in ore," matte and 
regulus from Alaska aggregated 
117,- 
million pounds valued at $26,500,000. 
This is four times the average for the 
preceding three years and exceeds the 
combined importa of that class from 
Chile, Cuba, Canada and Mexico, the 
loading foreign sources of this form of 
copper, V 


Canned salmon shipped to the United 
States in the last fiscal year amounted 
to 216,000,000 pounds valued at 18,- 
333,333 dollars, an increase of 24,000,- 
000 pounds over 1915 and of 40,000,-

The shipment of 116,200,000 worlh' 
of Alaskan gold to domestic ports was 
larger by $1,000,000 than the total for 
1915 and by $4,000,000 than that for 
1914.

That this invention is one of the most 
epochal in the history of electricity, sur- 
passing even^ the wireless telegraph, is 
the opinion of those who have receivco 
details of Dr, Cox's discovery. 
Specula- 
tion as to its possibilities is unlimited. 


The substitution of single wire trans^ 
mission for metallic circuit in commer- 
cial telephone systems, general and im- 
limited telephonic communication witli 
ships at sea and with trains in motion, 
unlimited extensions of existing tele- 
phone systems by means of the wireless 
used in connection with ordinary equip- 
ment, and the military value of the ap- 
paratus are all within the range of its 
possible development. 
'The equipment itself is of the sim- 
plest character. 
It consists of an ordi- 
nary. telephone 
transmitter 
connected 
with "a battery and a special instrument 
—^Dr, Cox's secret—with a ground wire. 
At the receiving station, one or ten or 
fifty miles away, is a similar device, 
with an ordinary telephone receiver. The 
only connection between the two sta- 
tions is the ground, through which trav-

It Is important that you take a po- 
sition well back of the baseline when 
ready to receive service. It will be too 
difficult to reach a swift ball cutting 
the far line if you stand too far at 
either side. 
Besides, that is wiiere a 
clever server will give you the ball. 


Here is where the player who has 
mastered the backhand stroke has the 
advantage as the server then will find 
It doubly difficult to put the ball out of 
reach. 
You will find it hard to handle 
services with spins or those that break 
rlgrht or left, as they will not leave the 
lacquet true. 
However, if you time 
them truly they will respond properly. 


Pick a position for your return, a^d 


if your opponent is far to one side of 
the court send the ball to the other 
side line or across court. 


Should she start to cross the court 
simultaneously with her delivery, send 
a shot in the opposite direction from 
her. Try a cross court ball or lob over 
her head if she rutflies to the net on 
her service. 


Guard against those plays that will 
lead you Into a position where It will 
j be diffiicult to return a cross court 
shot. You will find that quick return- 
ing will do much to switch your game 
from the defensive to the offensive.

Clarke Griffith, manager of the W a s h - 
ington Americans, and, until a few years 
ago, one of the foxiest slabmen in the 
history of the game says the "beanball" 
is served with deliberation and a world 
of 
speed. 
H e 
demands 
leglsla.tlon 
to 
stamp out the evil. 
Ban Johnson favors 
a two-base passport to every 
batsman 
who is a victim of the "duster." 


All this hullabaloo followed a 
battle- 
royal on the Washington irrounds when 
Carl May«, the "underground" pitcher of 
the Boston Red Sox nicked George Mc- 
Bride's arm with a "raise" ball. 
Police 
interference quelled the combat only a f t e r 
another Bostonlan had punched Grift on 
the jaw. 


With 
the 
squawk 
from 
Washington 
came a concerted protest in other parts 
of the American league against Mays' use 


©f the beanball. 


I asked Carrigan's young star to ex- 
plain the deadly workings of the "duster 
ball."

"The beanball will always be a part of 
the game," said Mays, who has 
punc- 
tured five men this season. 
"I don't be-

are the fellows 
who crowd 
the 
plate. 
Donie Bush, Jack Lavan, Joe Jackson, Ty 
Cobb. Chick Gandll, 
Jack 
Barry, 
John 
Henry and Clarence Walker are of this 
type. 
Some of them 'choke up' to within 
two inches of the plate instead of stick- 


ing within 
the 
six-inch 
uuu..uc».ry 
pre- 
scribed by the rules of the game. 


"Naturally the pitchers who try to keep 
the ball high and inside on these, or any 
other batters are liable to hit men when 
they put a lot of stuff on the ball. 
Some 
batters deliberately step into pitched balls 
and get away with it. 
McBride did that 
in Washington. 


"I tell you it's a sure sign of •yellow' 
on the part of the player or manager who 
accuses a pitcher of using the beanball. 
Jack Barry, of our club, has been hit 14 
times this year and you've never heard 
him 'peep' about deliberate beaning. 


"Tou may rest assured that I'll keep 
putting everything I've got on every ball 
I pitch as long as I'm in the g a m e if i 
pitch a million balls I'll never be sucker 
enough to put anybody on first base by 
intentionally hitting him.

Frown at Prospect of Seeing 
Horse-Racing Gain Favor 
in Spain. 


San Sebastian, Spain, July 10 (cor- 
respondence of the Associated Press).— 
Bull lighters and their partisans look 
askance at a luxiurious new establish- 
ment just completed here, where thor- 
oughbred horses will soon begin racing 
on a scale hitherto unknown in Spain. 


The race course has all modern im- 
provements and with grandstands that 
rival those of Longchamps and Auteuil 
near Paris. 
Alfonso XIII. has not only 
sanctioned the enterprise, but has given 
it vogue by acquiring a stable of thor- 
oughbreds himself; some of his horses 
may make their debuts at the meeting 
which opened July 2 and will continue 
until Oct. 1. 


The more emotional and more con- 
servative see in the king's encourage- 
ment of horse racing the prelude to a 
radical 
step 
in 
the 
modernizing 
of 
Spain—the eventual abandonment of the 
bull fight out of respect for the senti- 
ments of visitors from countries where 
it is not looked upon as sport. 


Others see in it simply a timely and 
enterprising project in the Spanish ef- 
fort to encourage touring on the penin- 
sula. 


Spain has shown a remarkable burst 
of energy since the war began, with King 
Alfonso setting the example. 
He has 
accorded special facilities to companies 
and capitalists for the building of hotels 
, at favorable points, such as Seville, Ca- 
diz and Algeciras. 


The city of Barcelona is organising a 
systematic movement with a view to 
attracting American visitors to that part 
of the Mediterranean coast. 
Financial 
aid to hotels and other encouragement 
to promoters of improvements in coast 
I resorts are to be given, and it is in- 
tended to do everything necessary to 
create a popular winter retreat on the 
Spanish coast from where cruises may 
be made to the Balearic islands. 


The extension of horse racing, hereto- 
fore a^olutely neglected in Spain is a 
part of^ this movement and does not at 
all mean that bull fighting will be super- 
seded by it. 
The national sport will 
go on as^there are crowds to witness it 
probably.* It all depends on what taste 
the Spaniards develop for the horses. 


The idea is to profit from the paraly- 
sis of racing in France and Belgium and 
to draw to Spain's greatest resort the 
big-spending owners of 
thoroughbreds 
and the free livers that follow racing 
wherever it is. 


A twenty thousand dollar stake for 
the opening day indicates the earnest- 
ness of the enterprise. 


Among the stables represented 
are 
three American owners, W. K. Vander- 
bilt with thirty of the sixty horses he 
has in training at Saint Louis de Pois- 
sy; Jefferson Davis Cohn with about the 
same number, and T. P. Thorne with a 
dozen or so. 
Only ten French owners 
are represented.

Russia for reasons Known to every- 
body, though are not exactly political 
refugees, they should be sent to Amer- 
ica or deported to some other neutral 
country' of their choice. 


The desire to avoid offending Rus- 
sian susceptibilities on the subject is 
general, for which reason the question 
is regarded as one of unusual delicacy. 
One group holds that the sending back 
of Russian Jews to their own countrj' 
would gratify no important 
Russian 
sentlmeni;, and might effect the re- 
verse result. 
The true inwardness of 
the situation, according to the London 
correspondent 
of 
the 
Manchester 
Guardian, is that Englishmen 
taken 
into the army under conscription re- 
sent the immunity of Russian 
Jews 
and regard them as •"job stealers." 


Thô correspondent gives the follow- 
ing letter on the subject received by 
him from a Russian 
correspondent: 


"This step will have a most unfor- 
tunate effect upon 
Russian 
opinion, 
which is the chief support in Russia 
of 
Angln-Russian 
friendship, 
and 
which builds all its hopes for Russia's 
future upon the propagation of 
the 
British 
spirit 
of freedom and 
Indi- 
vidual liberty. 
Russian liberals will 
regard 
the deportation 
threat 
with 
particular dismay, as being 
an 
un- 
expected and' staggering concession to 
the long-cherished bnt always hither- 
to baffled desire of the Russian 
bu- 
reaucracy to secure the extradition of 
Russian political refugees. 


"England 
is the great counti-y of 
Europe that has always hitherto pro- 
tected political refugees, and as such 
it ihaa quite a unique standing in the 
eyes 
of 
Russian 
reformers 
of 
all 
shades. 
It would be quite impossible 
for an Englishman to realize the feel- 
ing of veneration with which England 
is regarded because of the right of 
asylum. 
It was here in London that 
Alexander Herzen, father of Russian 
liberalism, was a refugee, and Issued 
his paper 'KolokoV {'The Bell'), that 
eventually brought about the emanci- 
pation of the serfs. 
Here In later 
times have found refuge Tchaikovsky, 
Prince Kuropatkin and so many others 
of our great reformers. 


"Living in London at this moment 
are refugee members of the first duma, 
and quite a host .of revolutionaries who 
escaped after 1905. 
Russia does not 
want the men as soldiers. 
If they were 
sent back to Russia most of 
them 
would be put into the army—many 
of them would have to face the worst 
penalty. 
But the principal evil would 
be that the Russian idealization of this 
country would be shattered, and such 
a disillusionment of Britain's chief po- 
litical friends in Russia might 
well 
prove disastrous to the closer co-op- 
eration of the two countries in the fu- 
ture. 


"It is unpalatable but it Is true that 
among the conservatives and reaction- 
ary elements in 
Russia, 
who 
alone 
would be gratiiied by this new Brit- 
ish departure, there is a frankly anti- 
Britlsh section, and their spokesmen 
in the duma and elsewhere have noi 
hesitated to declare that Russia's fu- 
ture after the war lies not with Great 
Britain but with. Germany. 
One curi- 
ous fact a Russian may be permitted 
to point out. 
As far as is known Ger- 
many has not yet repatriated to Aus- 
tria a single Czech agitator who took 
refuge in Germany."

In case of a sting of any kind, the first 
thing to do is to remove the sting.

can be done beat with a needle or the 
point of a snmll knife blade but care 
should be taken to sterilize the imple- 
ment before using by holding it in a 
flam^ 
or in boiling water. 
The ne.x| 
thing is to apply ammonia or soda water 
to the affected part. 


In the case of bites as well as stings, 
a paste of common baking soda or a 
bath of ammonia 
water is usually all 
that is reijuired. If severe poisoning oc- 
curs, the victim should be kept cool and 
i|aiet until a doctor can be summoned. , 


An application of a 50 jfer cent, solu- 
tion of a saturate solution of potassium 
permanganate, to be had at a drug storey 
is a very effective cure for insect poisoiul 
and for the poisons of plants

This Matter Right Management is Absolutely Essential—^Those Who 
Make the Largest Profits in Any Line of Business Are Those Who Are 
the Best Managers—^The Same Law Holds Good in the Production of 
Market Eggs of Quality.

Swat the Rooster—The one fault In 
the management of farm flocks which, 
from the viewpoint of Improvijig the 
quality of market eggs, is worse than 
all others combined, is the almost uni- 
versal practice of allowing the males 
the freedom of the flock after the 
hatching season Is over. 
Nine-tenths 
of the vast number of eggs that are 
candled out every summer as unfit 
for food are fertile eggs in which the 
germ has started to develop. 
A tem- 
perature of seventy degrees will start 
the germ in a fertile egg to slowly 
developing. 
A fertile egg, subjected 
to a temperature of one hundred de- 
grees for twenty-foux hours, will be 
unfit for food, while an infertile egg 
may be subjected to the same tem- 
perature for a week and still be per- 
fectly good for cooking purposes. 
The 
simple expedient of shutting up or 
disposing of the adult male birds as 
soon as the hatching season Is over, 
If it should become the general cus- 
tom, would result in the saving of 
million of dollars' worth of eggs every 
season. 
Another important advantage 
In having no males in the laying pens 
Is the fact that the hens without males 
running with them are much 
more 
gentle and quiet. 
The male is a dis- 
turbing factor. 


Valuable IVIale Birds—^No one asTcs 
or expects a farmer or poultry raiser 
to kill or sell valuable breeding males. 
You might not be able to find what 
you would want to take their places 
the 
following 
season. 
The 
males 
would be better off, hower'-er, and so 
would the females and would make 
better breeders the following season. 
If the males were confined to separate 
quarters and kept with but few, if 
any, hens. 
Especially is this true In 
hot wealther and during the 
molt. 
K«ep the males from the laying hens 
and market i-nfertile eggs. 
Unless you 
aro certain you will need the males 
another season, it is best to sell them 
and to give the room to the young 
stock. The feed the old males will eat 
and which you would save would almost 
pay for new males, thus giving you 
new blood and, perhaps, better males. 
Consider all these facts before acting. 


How to Prevent lyoss—There ara 
a few simple rules which. If carefully 
observed, 
will 
increase 
the 
selling 
price of market eggs to the extent of 
several 
million 
dollars a year 
and 
make them sought after in the fancy 
egg markets of the world. 
These 
rules are: 


1. 
Give the hens clean nests and 
plenty of them. 


2. 
Gather eggs twice daily during 
warm weather and daily during other 
seasons. 


3. 
Handle eggs just as little as 
possible. 
Every time they are handled 
they deteriorate. 


4. 
Market 
eggs 
of 
the 
correct 
size, 24 to 28 ounces per dozen. 


5. 
Overly 
large 
or 
very 
small 
eggs should be culled out. 


6. 
Clean eggs only will bring beet 
prices. 
Have clean nests and clean 
houses. 
Never wash the eggs as it 


spoils the bloom and spoils the keep- 
ing quality. 
The last thing a hen does 
before laying an egg Is to deposit a 
fluid 
about it which seals it, as It 
were, and acts a« a protection.

Produce Infertile eggs. 
They

stand the heat, cost less to produce, 
and seldom decay from any trouble 
In the Interior of the egg. 
Kill, sell 
or confine the mature male birds as 
soon as the hatching season Is over. 


S. 
Keep the eggs in a cool place. 
A dry, cool room, or a dry, cool base- 
ment or cellar, will prevent shrinkage, 
mold and chick development. 


9. 
Don't let eggrs come In contact 
with bad odors such as paints, kero- 
sene. cabbage or decaying vegetables 
or meat. 


10. 
Held eggs deteriorate. 
They 
shrink In weight, evaporation 
takes 
place and they lose their flavor and 
freshness. 
Market the eggs twice a 
week in hot weather. 


11. 
Keep one variety of 
poultry 
and produce eggs of one color. 


12. 
Market your eggs in clean, SO- 
dozen cases, or In cartons holding one 
dozen eggs, depending upon the de- 
mand. 


13. 
Don't expos® eggs to flies and 
dust and dirt and thus spoil their ap- 
pearance. 


14. 
Confine broody hens or remove 
them at once to the hatching depart- 
ment. 


15. 
Never expose market eggs to 
the direct rays of the sun, to extreme 
heat or to rain. 


16. 
Keep the poultry houses free 
from vermin, clean and sanitary. 


17. 
Feed wholesome food and pro- 
vide pure water in clean vessels. 


18. 
Sell your eggs only to buyers 
who buy loss-off and who are willing 
to pay you for quality. 


In planting com and building silos 
this year probably more farmers than 
ever before are providing a silage 
supply for horses. 
The old feeling 
that silage was good for dairy cows 
only was long discarded, but the horse 
Is perhaps the last most Important 
animal on the farm to prove that It 
could make good use of silage. 
While 
especial ca,re must be taken not to 
use moldy or other Inferior silage or 
to depend too exclusively on silage, 
recent tests of the Missouri Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station and 
long 
experience 
of 
a 
few 
farmers 
and 
horsemen indicate that cost of upkeep 
can be reduced and a horse kept in 
better condition if from 5 to 25 pounds 
of silage are fed per day. 
Of course, 
the poBsibllity of saving depends on 
the conditions and prices of 
other 
feeds and the amount to be fed de- 
pends upon the same things and upon 
the size of the horse and the a^mount 
of silage he will eat. 
Different horses 
of the same size vary on this point. 


In the tests at the Missouri Experi- 
ment Station, silage was fed as part 
of the ration during the laat two win- 
ters with favorable results, except In 
case of one three-year-old Percheron 
mare which refused the silage at first.

then ate It when her feed was re- 
duced, but soon after had to be taken 
out of the experiment because of dis- 
temper and indigestion. 
The horses 
that received silage were more thrifty, 
and their coats were in better condi- 
tion, and cost less to feed than those 
which 
were 
fed 
exclusively 
non- 
silage rations. 


One of the breeders, with whom t-ie 
college has kept In touch, has been 
feeding silage 
to about 
100 
draft 
horses for twenty-five years without 
any sickness which he thinks could 
be directly charged to silage. 
During 
the breeding season he feeds silage to 
the mares as usual but gives none to 
the stallion, because he has difficulty 
in getting the mares in foal when the 
stallion was fed on silage. 
At other 
times he feeds eight pounds of slla«e 
at each of the three feeds per day to 
his aged stallions In addition to some 
hay and grain. His two-year-old stal- 
lions get 20 pounds of silage a day. 
and the yearlings about 15 pounds in 
addition to some hay and grain, while 
the mares with foals at side receive 
20 pounds. 
At weaning time 
this 
amount is divided and about 15 pounds 
iB given to the mare and 6 pounds to 


the colt, which is glren more as It 
grows and becomes accustomed to this 
feed until at a year old he is getting 
16 pounds of silage a day. 


One importing firm has fed silage 
for five years following about 
the 
methods Just outlined and reports ex- 
cellent results and a reduction la the 
need for veterinary services. 


Some of the horsemen who have fed 
Inferior silage have not had such uni- 
formly good results, but it is a poor 
plan to give a horse moldy or rotten 
food of any kind. 
Silage that has 
been frozen or that was made from 
immature com is regarded with sus- 
picion. 
Some owners have thought 
that their horses had died as a re- 
dult of being fed such silage, and while 
the station has not been able to leam 
definitely that silage was the cause of 
death In these cases or And out ex- 
actly how the supposed poison acted, 
it Is well to take every precaution. 


As silage is low in dry matter and 
the horse has not sufficient digestive 
capacity to live entirely on such bulky 
feed. It Is Important to remember to 
use alfalfa, cowpeas, or other legume 
hay, or perhaps even a little grain 
for horses that are not at work, while 
growing horses, or horses at light 
work should certainly have grain.

It has been said that the Illy has 
no "poor relations," each of them be- 
ing perfect in Itself. 
Many of the 
choicest kinds are comparatively un- 
known, although easy to cultivate. 
In 
fact almost all lilies may be grrown 
with comparative ease. 
A light, rich, 
well-drained soil, mellow to the depth

of at least one foot, a handful of sand 
under each bulb If the soil is inclined 
to be stiff, and planting so that the 
crown of the bulb will be at least four 
inches below the surface of the ground, 
are the general reQUirements. 


While lilies may have partial shade, 
they should never be planted near or 
under trees. 
The shade or protection 
of tall-growing, herbaceous plants Is 
sufficient. 
In fact the best results, 
both as to growth and effect, may be 
had by planting amongst low shrub- 
bery or border plants. 
Most kinds 
are the better for remaining undis- 
turbed for a number of years; but If 
they are taken up and divided, or 
moved to other quarters, they should 
not be allowed to become dry. 


The Madonna lily is one we are 
familiar with from seeing it painted 
In pictures of the Annunciation. 
It 
was the special favorite of the early 
Italian artists. 
It is pure white, beau- 
tifully chaste in form and bearing. 
It 
grows from two to three feet high, and 
blooms in June. 
Its flowers show to 
advantage when they have a back- 
grround of dark evergreen. 


The Turk's Cap is a stronger grower, 
often reaching seven feet in height. 
It bears three or four dozen 
flowers— 
orange petals, tipped with red and 
spotted 
with 
black. 
It 
likes 
half 
shade, but grows very well In the sun. 
A clump of these gorgeous lilies in 
bloom attracts a great deal of atten- 
tion. 


The Bellflower Illy blooms In June 
and grows two or three feet high. 
It 


bears clusters of bell-shaped 
flowen 
(hence Its name) which are yellow, 
spotted with black, or red, spotted 
with black. 
They like the sun. 
Dig 
the llly-bed deep, two feet at least. 
They 
like 
a 
well-drained 
location, 
therefore, put in a layer of broken 
stones, unless there is a gravel subsoil. 


One of the lovllest flowers grrown la 
the Madonna Uly (lillum candidum). 
It should be planted in August, as It 
makes a leaf growth In autumn. 
Set 
the bulb ten or twelve Inches deep in 
well-prepared soil, In a little pocket 
of sand. 


Lilies prefer muck and leaf mould, 
and dislike manure unless it Is thor- 
oughly rotten. 
Protect the lily bed 
during winter with leaves and other 
litter. 
The American Turk's Cap, and 
Canadian bell-flower lily also demand 
August planting. 


Lilies like light, rich soil, and detest 
heavy, poor earth, and cannot stand 
heavy manure near them unless It Is 
old so that it crumbles and mixes with 
the soil readily. 


Plant the bulbs ten to fourteen In- 
ches deep, and give each a pocket of 
sand. 
"When the cold weather 
ap- 
proaches, cover the lily-bed under a 
warm blanket of leaves or other litter. 


In potting lilies, set the bulbs two 
inches or more beneath the soil. 
The 
larger the p6t, the larger will be the 
plant. 
Auratum, 
Speciosun, 
Longi- 
forum and Brownii are all suitable for 
pot-culture. 
After potting, water and 
set in a dark closet or cellar, keeping 
the soil moist until roots form and 
the tops start, when the pots may be 
brought to a cool window, say In Jan- 
uarj- or February, if early started. 


The lilies named are not suitable 
for window blooming, but will blor.m 
In the spring if treated as suggested. 
The Amazon lily (Eucharis) may be 
similarly cared for, but requires more 
heat, 
as 
it 
comes 
from 
a 
warra 
country. 


Spotted calla is a summer-hlcoming 
plant, and should be rested in winter. 
In the fall set the pot in frost-proof 
cellar or room, and withhold 
water 
from it until 
spring. 
Thon. 
when 
danger of frost is past, bed it out in 
a rather .sunny place, and mulch the 
soil about it on the approach of hot 
weather 
with 
stable-litter. 
Or. 
it 
preferred, repot it. giving it a larger 
pot. and rich, porous soil. 
Tn either 
case the plant will almost invariably 
bloom during summer.

COMMERCIAL STRAWBERRY CULTURE 


By J. OSCAMP. 


Frequent and shallow tillage 
the 
llrat season is one of the secrets of 
successful berry growing. 
Cultivate 
often enough to keep a 
continuous 
dust mulch on the surface to conserve 
the moisture; this will vary with the 
soil and season, from twice a week 
to once every ten days. 
Decrease the 
cultivated area between the rows as 
the 
season 
advances, 
allowing 
the 
runners to set, making a matted row 
fourteen to twenty inches wide. 
Then 
keep the runners cut. 
Of course hand 
hoeing will be necessary to keep the 
weeds 
and 
surplus 
runners 
down. 
Blossoms should be kept pinched oft 
as It is desired that the plants put all 
their energy into growth 
this 
first 
season. 


Commercially, 
the 
strawberry 
is 
propagated by means of runners and 
every plant Is merely a cut off or 
somewhat distantly separated portion 
of the original plant of that particular 
variety. 
A bed 
Intended 
to 
grow 
plants for setting should expend all 
Its 
energies 
In 
the 
production 
of

young plants and not be allowed to 
fruit. 
In setting out a new patch It 
is only 
these 
young 
plants 
which 
should be used. 
They are recognized 
by their smaller crowns and 
bright 
fibrous 
roots. 


Renewing Old 
Beds—Strawberries 
are rarely profitable for more than 
one crop. 
If the patch is to be re- 
frulted, mow off the old vines after 
picking is over and burn them, and 
then plow out the old plants, leaving 
the runners to renew the patch. 
Sub- 
sequent treatment consists of 
clean 
cultivation as for a new patch. 


Manure or green crops such as soy 
beans, cow-peas or olover should be 
turned under whenever possible. Very 
heavy and frequent manuring Is not 
desired as it is not a balanced fer- 
tilizer. being deficient in phosphoric 
acid. 
In conjunction then with fifteen 
to twenty-five tons of barnyard ma- 
nure per acre, acid p h o s p ^ t e should 
be added at the rate of 200 to 800 
pounds. 


A complete chemical fertilizer 1» 
of value on a poor soli or where an 
application of manure was not given. 
The materials can be purchased sep- 
arately and mixed at home in the 
following proportions: 


134 lbs. nitrate of soda and 
250 
lbs tankage. 


572 lbs. acid phosphate. 
120 lbs. muriate of potash. 
If the patch is burned over after 
harvesting the crop every year, ro- 
tated every two or three years, and 
varieties resistant to leaf spot planted, 
very little trouble from insects or dis- 
eases should be experienced.

KEEPING MILK COOL WITHOUT ICE IN SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 


By M, PURVIS. 


While I was In California last sum- 
mer I saw almost everywhere, cool- 
ers or refrigerators which were used 
to keep milk sweet, butter firm, and 
to cool water; all this being done 
without the use of ice. 
I made one 
of these coolers myself, and most of 
those I eaw were made by local car- 
penters, although they are kept on 
sale in some of the towns. 


I am not an expert with tools, and 
In the remote place where I happened 
to be, tools were scarce, but with only 
a square, saw and hatchet, I made the 
cooler and it worked just as well as 
any other one I ever saw. 


We kept butter perfectly Arm In it, 
and fresh meat cool and sweet. 
All 
sorts of stewed fruit was kept in it 
much longer than it would have kept 
outside, as the temperature was above 
100 degrees for weeks at a time and 
went as high as 110 more than once. 


We would put glass fruit cans full 
of drinking water In this cooler, and 
It was kept cool and refreshing, and 
probably much more wholesome for 
drinking purposes than It would have 
been had it been iced. 


To make one of these coolers, a 
skeleton 
frame 
made 
of 
2x2-lnch 
posts. Joined by lx3-lnch strips Is set 
up. 
In this, shelves are put at con- 
venient distances apart and the four 
sides are covered with burlap. 
I used 
barley sacks for this purpose. 


The cooler I made was three feet 
square. 
Ordinarily, a water-tight box 
eight or ten Inches deep, the size of

the top, Is made and set on top of 
the frame. 
Around the box, near the 
bottom, 
a row 
of gimlet 
holes Is 
bored and these are fitted with plugs. 


The box Is filled with water and 
the plugs In the holes are loosened 
until the water seeps out Just enough 
to run down through the burlap on 
the sides and keep It wet all the time. 
The burlap on the front side Is fast- 
ened to only one post; the top, and 
the other side being kept In place 


by rings along the edge which are 
slipped over nails partly driven In. 


This constitutes the door through 
which access Is gained to the inside- 
of the cooler. 
Once In a while I saw 
one with a skeleton door over which 
the burlap was stretched as screen 
wire would be over a screen door, but 
this was considered rather elaborate 
for most people. 


For a time I hesitated because I 
could not contrive how to make a 
water-tight box with the tools at my 
command. 
At laat I happened 
to 
think of a superannuated galvanlzed- 
Iron wash-tub and I used this with 
perfect success, punching the holes In 
it with a wire nail. 


This sort of a cooler could be used 
anywhere during the hot weather and 
is a real boon to those who live where 
ice is not procurable. 


Any carpenter can build a nice one 
In a few hours. 
The principle on 
which it works is a well-known one In 
physics—that 
evaporation 
extracts 
the heat from the air. 


The water, seeping down through 
khe loose burlap sides of this cooler, 
evaporates as rapidly as It drips from 
the box and thus cools the interior 
many degrees below the outside tem- 
perature. 


Such 
a cooler requires that 
the 
water-box be filled once or twice a 
day. rarely more than once, and the 
benefits derived from It much more 
than compensate for the labor In- 
volved.

DESTROYING MICE. 


How to destroy injurious mice is a 
difficult question. 
The owl and the 
hawk are the natural enemies of mice, 
as Is the cat, and to some exteht the 
dog, the weasel, the mink, the otter, 
and the beayer perhaps, but these 
suspected enemies of the mice have 
been killed. 
There are few of them 
remaining, thus mice have increased 
rapidly and It seems necessary to em- 
ploy strychnine, which may be mixed 
dry or otherwise with crushed grain 
or whole grain, wheat or oats. 
How 
to place this deadly poison 
within 
reach of mice without destroying other 
useful creatures is a question difficult 
to decide.

It Is calculated, has a capacity 
of about 20 tons of average hay. the 
exact 
capacity 
varrylng. 
of 
course, 
with the kind of hay and its condition 
when put In. 
With good alfalfa it 
may be possible to put as much as 2o 
tons Into each section. 
In case the 
building is used for alfalfa a lean-to 
for storing baled hay may be built 
on one or both sides. 


As planned, the shed Is of the maxi- 
mum width consistent with ease In 
mowing away the hay. and the in- 
terior has been left clear of braces n 
order that the hay may be gotten in 
and out without interference. 
In the 
drawing prepared by the department 
the top 7 feet at the sides are covered, 
but if desirable the whole building 
may be Inclosed. 


Since this hay shed Is to be per- 
manent, it should be located on well- 
drained ground and in a situation as 
convenient to as many fields as pos- 
sible. 
The plans call for 
concrete 
piers in order to avoid the rotting of 
timbers from contact with the ground. 
The frame is strongly braced and In- 
tended to withstand any storm except 
a cyclone. 
As fire is the chief danger 
to a building of this kind, lightning 
rods should be Installed. 
This will 
lessen the danger from this source. 


The cost of such a structure will 
vary, of course, with the situation and 
local conditions. 
With lumber at $30 
a thousand, however, it is estimated 
that the materials in a 3-section shed, 
such as that shown in the illustration, 
28 feet by 48 feet, should cost a little 
more than $300. 
A shed of this size 
may be expected to hold about 
60 
tons of hay. 
Including the cost of 
labor, the shed should be built com- 
plete, with hay carrier and lig-htnin:? 
rods, for approximately $450.

Cleveland, Ohio, July 27.—The possi-

trollable proportions has been uncovered 
under the bed of the lake by tho ex- 
plosion. Jones said today sand taken 
from the tunnel is similar to that in the 
gas field in Lakewood, a suburb opposite 
the point in the lake where tlie tunnel is 
being constructed and indicates the pres- 
ence of a natural gas well of monster 
size. If H is possible rescue parties will 
enter me tunnel today.

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Vice in the Cities 


Mayor Johnson, o£ Gary, is quoted as having told a committee 


from the Gary Real Estate exchange who i-alled to ask that gainblin;, 
and disorderly houses in that city be suppressed at ouce, that vice 
cannot be wiped out, but that steps hud already been taken tu stop 
gambling in residences. Mayor Johnson is by no means the first city 
executive who, imbued with much confidence and equipped with a 
pretentious program of executive reform, set out. upon his official 
career to do things, only to .shortly give up in despair and conclude 
that the fight for civic decency is hopeless. He may be one oE those 
•well-meaning officials who, earnestly desiring the observance of law 
aiid the elimination of vice, allows himself to quit in the belief that he 
w.as mistaken when he interpreted public sentiment as demanding i 
orderliness and cleanliness and civic decency. If he has been cor- 
rectly quoted, some such conclusion as that is clearly indicated, and 
yet the position is erroneous, however much it may appear to be 
justified "by circumstances. 


/To admit that public vice cannot be wiped out is to concede that 


law is powerless, that the maintenance of order is merely a matter of 
lufferance on the part of those who oppose it, and that it is tolerated 
In the city merely because the lawless element does not choose to take 
things into its own hands. We do not believe even an executive who 
has tried and failed will go the length of admitting that city govern 
ment, with, all its shortcomings, is quite so stupendous a failure as 
that. Only those who have had experience are quite able to appreciate 
the influences for laxity and lawlessness that are brought to bear upon 
the mayor of a modern city, or of the unexpected angles and ramifica- 
tions which these influences will seek in order to reach him. It takes 
backbone to withstand them, and it means a fight to a finish, but it 
can be done. Mayor Johnson to the contrary notwithstanding, vice 
Ban be wiped out if a city sets out to do the job.

British Government's Eule 


as to Allied Residents 


Brings Protests. 


I/mdon, July 15.—-(Correspondence 


of The Associated Press.)—Wide dif- 
ference of opinion has arisen anfl the 
ground prepared lor a

government's decision that the sub- 
jects of Its allies In the war residing 
in England shall either enlist In the 
British array or be deported. 


Particular objection to the decision 


has been engendered in so far as It 
may effect Russian subjects here who 
may be political refugees, a large ele- 
ment of the more liberal thinkers In 
public life priding themsedve* In the 
traditional asylum offered by England 
in this respect. Herbert Samuel, sec- 
retary, of the homa office, stated in the 
house of commons that the plan to de- 
port those failing to enlist would not 
bo enforced In the case of Russian 
subjects, If a tribunal decided that they 
*re political refugees. 


The suggestion has been made that 


Instead of s«nding back to t&elr own 
epmvtry Russian Jews who have left

Swat the Rooster—The one fault In

IS SILAGE GOOD FOR HORSES? 


Careful Experiments Indicate That Silage May Be Fed to Horses With Good Results, Both in 


the Matter of Economy and the Healthful Condition of the Horses. 


In planting corn and building silos 


this year probably more farmers than 
ev«r before are providing a silage 
supply for horses. 
The old feeling 


that silage was good for dairy cows 
only was Ions discarded, but the horse 
is perhaps the last most Important 
animal on the farm to prove that it 
could make good use of silage. "While 
especial care must be taken not to 
us« moldy or other Inferior silage or 
to depend too exclusively on silage, 
recent testa of the Missouri Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station and long 
experience of a few farmer* and 
horsemen Indicate that cost of upkeep 
can be reduced and a horse kept In 
better condition if from 6 to 25 pounds 
of silage are fed per day. Of course, 
the possibility of saving depends on 
the conditions and prices of other 
feeds and the amount to Le fed de- 
pends upon the same things and upon 
the size of the horse and the amount 
of silage he will eat. Different horses

COMMERCIAL STRAWBERRY CULTURE I KEEPING MILK COOL WITHOUT ICE IN SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA

Frequent and shallow tillage the
